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Daylight Saving? 
It’s About Time 


“Spring forward. Fall back ” 
That’s the simple little saying folks can use to 
remember what to do with their clocks for Daylight 
Saving Time. 
And the reason we’re reminding you of it is because 
DST begins this Sunday and will continue through 
October. 
Recently, the reason for DST has been to conserve 
energy. However, when experts measured the ef­ 
fectiveness of the plan, it turned out to be something 
less than two percent. 
The most compelling reason—and the basic reason 
used when the DST bill was enacted in Texas in 1967 - is 
that DST gives families an “extra hour” of daylight 
during the summer months. 
Actually, that “extra hour’’ really isn t extra...it s 
just been moved from daybreak to dusk, which means 
that beginning Sunday, we’ll all be getting up an hour 
earlier than normal. 
If you’d like to be quite precise about the matter, 
then stay awake until 2 a.m. Sunday and set your clock 
and watch ahead one hour 
That’s the “Spring forward” part of the saying. “Fall 
back” comes when you set your clocks and watch back 
an hour on the last Sunday in October. 
However, if you’re like most people, you can just set 
all your timepieces ahead an hour, just before going to 
bed Saturday night. 
After all, it’s going to be hard enough making up for 
that lost hour of sleep Saturday night without staying 
awake until the 2 a.m. turnback time.

Unemployment Drops 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — The unemployment rate in Texas 
dropped to 5.1 per cent in March — one of the lowest in the 
nation, the Texas Employment Commission said Thursday. 
The F e b r u a r y unemployment rate was 5.4 per cent and 
about 30,000 workers found jobs in the state in March, said 
commission chairman Harold K. Dudley. 
Dudley attributed the drop in unemployment to settlement 
of labor-management disputes, increases in agricultural 
employment, construction starts triggering increases in 
allied industries and seasonal activity 
in tax-return 
preparation services.

compared to 227 in February 
for a nine percent decline. 


Close to $23,000 
Plano Gets Rebate 


The City of Plano has 
received close to $23,000 in 
the mail from State Comp­ 
troller Bob Bullock as part of 
his office’s city sales tax 
rebates for April. 
The 
$22,844.02 
rebate 
check received from Bullock 
is more than half of the 
$42,184.82 received by all 
cities in Collin County this 
month, and Bullock reports 
that close to $12 in rebate 
checks were sent out this 
month. 
“Both city and state sales 
tax collections are growing 
far faster than inflation 
alone,” the Comptroller 
commented, noting that he 


has remitted $87.4 million to 
the 
845 
m unicipalities 
collecting the one-cent sales 
tax so far this year. This 
compares to the $80.4 million 
remitted during the same 
time last year. 
Bullock went on to say that 
1975 city sales tax collections 
totaled $263.9 million, nearly 
IO percent more than the 
$240.8 million collected in 
1974. Also, state sales tax 
collections in 1975 totaled 
$1,266 billion, or 12.5 percent 
more than the $1,126 billion 
collected in 1974. 
He attributed 
the 
in­ 
creases mainly to increased 
consumer 
spending 
and 


i m p r o v e d 
c o l l e c t i o n 
procedures by his office. 
“Because tax collections 
are running so high, I’ve 
been able to project that 
state government can easily 
get by another two years 
without a tax increase,” he 
stated. “And with careful 
planning, we might be able 
to avoid new taxes for years 
to come.”

Two duplexes valued at 
$71,450, IO retail establish­ 
ments valued at $200,100, one 
apartment complex valued 
at $1,100,000 and three office 
complexes valued at $250,223 
were also begun in March. 
Additions to 17 residences 
and one retail establishment 
were also approved by 
Shick’s office.

Talks Sprayers 


All types of sprayers at 
varying costs are available 
to the homeowner. These 
range from hose-on sprayers 
to 
large 
power 
driven 
equipment, points out James 
R. Risinger. Collin County 
Agent 
for 
the 
Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Service. 
The hose-on sprayer is 
possibly the most widely 
used because it is inex­ 
pensive 
and 
simple 
to 
operate. This sprayer at­ 
taches onto the end of a hose 
and meters the fungicide 
into the water stream as a 
result of a siphoning effect. 
Each sprayer is calibrated 
for a set diluting rate, 
generally three to 15 gallons. 
When spraying foliage, the 
lower diluting rate is usually 
desired. 
Compressed air sprayers 
operate on air pressure 
developed by a hand pump 
They are considerably more 
expensive 
than 
hose on 
sprayers. 
In 
buying 
a 
compressed air sprayer, 


look for a corrosion resistant 
tank, large filler opening, a 
pump 
equipped 
with 
replaceable parts, and a long 
extension hose with flexible 
head 


Trombone sprayers are 
also hand operated with the 
pressure resulting from the 
sliding action to force the 
chemical out. This type of 
sprayer is generally filtered 
with a suction hose which 
can be dropped into any size 
tank 
It is best suited for 
large trees and shrubs. 


Power 
driven 
spray 
equipment is expensive and 
generally is not required for 
the home garden, says the 
county 
agent. 
Costs 
will 
generally start around $250 
In 
using 
a 
sprayer, 
Risinger advises mixing the 
pesticide in a small amount 
of water and then adding it to 
the larger spray tank This 
will 
prevent 
plugging 
of 
nozzles, a common problem 
Always wash out sprayers 
thoroughly after each use.

Most contain arsenic, which 
does not break down in the 
soil, lf you’ve applied gin 
trash year after year you 
probably have enough ar­ 
senic to do severe damage. 
But try fertilizing first. 
Dear Doc: Will sweetgums 
have any hope of growing 
outside of East Texas? Their 
fall color is so great! 
Yes. They should do well in 
any part of North Texas 
provided they’re not planted 
in extremely shallow soils 
with bedrock below.

Damping 
off 
involves 
several 
soil borne fungi 
which attack both seeds and 
young seedlings. Symptoms 
of damping off include rapid 
death of young plants, seed 
decay in the soil, and dead 
seedlings 
before 
they 
emerge from the soil 
Close 
examination 
of 
damaged plants will reveal a 
water-soaked zone at the soil 
line. Other plants may be 
damaged less but will break 
over with the first wind 
According to the county 
agent, damping off is most 
severe in cold, wet soils So 
gardeners should not plant 
until the soil temperature is 
right 
for the crop. 
Seed 
packets contain information 
on when to plant 
Planting on a raised bed 
will help overcome damping 
off due to wet soils. Raised 
tM'ds will provide for better 
drainage and encourage 
early drying of the upper soil 
layer Beds should In* three 
to four inches high 
Applying the fungicide 
captan can help stop (iiirn 
ping off if it is discovered in 
time Captan should be used 
at the rate of two to five 
ounces per I,(HH) square feet

D F AR POLLY 
The slate floor in our entrance hall 
consists of various size pieces separated by white grout 
What can I use on this slate to bring out its beauty9 I p 
until now I have just been washing it I have been afraid 
to use wax, but I do know it, needs some polish to bring 
out its beauty 
Any advice will be appreciated 
MRS C S 
DLAR MRS.C.S. — The grout between your slate 
pieces should be sealed so the dirt does not penetrate. 
The floor should not need washing more than once a 
month as an untreated mop will remove the daily dust 
and when doing weekly cleaning the vacuum brush will 
remove any dirt Wax will give the floor a sheen and 
luster. I cannot give brand names, but ask your 
hardware or flooring man for brands good for slate I 
think most brands will work well 
POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY 
I use a short handled plastic windshieli 
scraper to scrape flour oil fhe counter, after I have rolled ou 
dough ol any kind on the counter This removes the dough hit: 
without scratching the surface, and the scraper is easy tr 
clean before putting it away in my utensil drawer

Post Office Next 
Cone Fading Away 


CONE, Tex. (UPI) — As a 
simple m atter of economics, 
the Postal Service wants to 
close the post office in this 
tiny farming town. But as a 
m atter of survival, the 
citizens want it to say open. 
It appears economics will 
take priority and the 110 
residents of this West Texas 
town will soon be without a 
post office of their own. 
“ I 
understand 
their 
concern for the community, 
but we have to look at the 
economics in all of it," said 
Elm er Reed Jr., postm aster 
at the Lubbock sectional 
center. “ It’s not intended to 
hurt the community. 


"The post office has been 
their most faithful, staunch 
supporter 
— 
the 
last 
business that stayed there 
the longest. It gets down 
finally, though, to us having 
to act like a business too.” 
The problem is that last 
year the Cone post office, 
located in the cubbyhole in 
Joe Jackson’s general store, 
did a total business of $3,000 
far from enough to sup­ 
port itself. So the national 
agency, under pressure to 
cut its expenses, has listed 
the Cone office as one of 
12,000 which it believes the 
nation can do without. 
For the people, however, 


closing the office takes the 
com m unity another step 
closer to being a ghost town. 
The town’s elementary- 
high school was closed in 
1957, knocking out what 
many residents felt was the 
last tie lo a local community. 
The students are now based 
to schools in 
Ralls 
and 
Floydada. 
Residents said that was a 
dither fight, but they are 
gearing for another fight 
now. 
“ All of us need postal 
service that can be provided 
only if we keep our post 
office,” said Jackson, who 
serves 
as 
postm aster.

If Americans are left with only one thought after this year’s 
Bicentennial hoopla is over with, it will all have been worth 
the effort. 
. 
That is the realization that America s immense importance 
in history, at least for the greater part of the past 200 years of 
history, has been due not to its vast size or natural resources 
or rn littery might alone but also to its moral example. 
This truth is brought home anew by an article, “Contem­ 
porary Austrian Views of American Independence,” published 
by that country’s information service. 
Liberal thinkers all over Europe hailed the Declaration of 
Independence, it recounts, and that of the later French 
Declaration of the Rights of Man. which the American docu­ 
ment inspired. The reception by statesm en and monarchs, 
however, was somewhat less enthusiastic. 
European rulers of the day perceived the Declaration of 
Independence and the subsequent U.S. Constitution to be fron­ 
tal attacks on the “correct" political order and feared they 
would set a dangerous precedent. 
A Vienna newspaper warned that the “dangerous, ex­ 
plosive" American ideals could upset "the proper relations 
between princes and their subjects and lead to disaster." 
Such fears were well-founded. The American contagion was 
to spread throughout Europe and Latin America and inspires 
host of in d ep en d e n ce m o v e m e n ts and dem ocratic 
governments, not all of which were to survive. 
The important point is that at no tim e did the United States 
send agents abroad to stir up popular unrest or influence the 
politics of other countries. There was no counterpart to the 
Communist Comintern designed to foster the spread of a par­ 
ticular ideology. 
There was no need to. Just the example of America, the sim­ 
ple fact of its existence, was enough to alter the course of 
history 
Americans in 1976 might well ponder how far we have 
departed from our forefathers’ trust in the inherent strength 
and rightness of our political foundations. Our example, 
whether for good or bad, is still capable of exerting profound 
influence on the rest of the world. 


Questionable protection 


The U S. Senate has passed a bill prohibiting the taking or 
importing of killer whales for public display. A companion bill 
has been introduced in the House of Representatives. 
If passed by both houses of Congress and signed into law by 
the President, this legislation "would preclude forever any 
further display of these magnificent anim als," say officials of 
the Sea World, Inc., which runs m arine-oriented parks in 
California and Ohio. 
Not only that, they warn, but it would bring to an end vitally 
important research aimed at protecting killer whales and “ set 
a dangerous precedent” that could spur growing efforts to ban 
the public display of ALL anim als in private or public zoos and 
aquariums. 
Even allowing for more than a little exaggeration here, as 
well as for the financial stake of the m arine parks in the 
m atter, it is worth observing that practically everything we 
know today about the intelligent killer whales — including 
their intelligence and the fact that they are not “ killers," at 
least as far as humans are concerned — is because they have 
been captured, studied and trained by organizations like Sea 
World. 
Unless supporters of this legislation can show that the few 
whales on display in the m arine parks are abused or mis­ 
treated, or that their capture is a form of cruelty outweighing 
their scientific or educational or just plain com m ercial or 
entertainment value to humans, or that their future replace­ 
ment in any way threatens the species, it would seem that 
there are a lot of other animals far more deserving of the 
protective concern of animal lovers.
